For  indoor  blooming,  it  is  best  to 
plant  the  bulbs  at  intervals  of  ten  days  or  two  weeks,  for  a succession  of  bloom.  The  bulbs  should  be  planted  from  4 
to  6 inches  deep  and  about  6 inches  apart.
